Dear Friends:

As we begin this New Year, I want to thank you for the opportunity to offer warm
greetings to the people of Kittery. We continue to face many historic challenges together as a
nation, as a state, and as individual towns and cities. At this time when we consider where we
have been, and look ahead to the year to come, I appreciate this opportunity to share with you my
thoughts on some of my goals and priorities for 2010.

Unquestionably, our economy remains the foremost challenge facing us today. We are
confronted by an economic crisis that has already lasted for more than two years. Indeed, the
national unemployment rate has doubled to 10 percent since the onset of the recession in
December 2007, while 7.2 million Americans have lost their jobs. Furthermore, Maine’s
unemployment rate has risen to 8 percent from 6.2 percent a year ago, while 56,200 of our fellow
citizens are jobless. There is still much to be done, with some Maine counties still experiencing a
rate over 10 percent.

Congress must embrace bipartisan initiatives that will provide effective solutions to
address the critical issue of job creation, and promptly direct essential resources to those people
and businesses facing unprecedented challenges and an uncertain future. I strongly support the
extension of unemployment and nutrition assistance, in addition to pro-growth policies such as
those to promote job-creating small business investment. At the same time, given the federal
deficit for FY2009 was a staggering $1.4 trillion, we must do more to pair the resources targeted
to job creation with reductions in other areas. We have an obligation to ensure that each and
every dollar we spend either creates jobs at a greater rate or protects displaced individuals at a
lower cost than competing policies on the table. Moreover, to the degree that either tax or
spending proposals Congress or the Administration seek to enact are more beneficial than
proceeding to obligate funds still available in the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act, we
should assess the possibility of redirecting those resources.

Here in Maine, I am working to help expand high-speed broadband access in northern,
western, and Down East Maine, which could serve as a boon to businesses across the state. The
plan, known as the “Three Ring Binder” project, which I supported, would build a 1,100-mile
network stretching from the Saint John Valley to the coast and across to western Maine. The
network would pass through 100 communities and serve 600 institutions, including the
University of Maine, thanks to $25.4 million in federal aid. This funding will foster
entrepreneurial innovation, education, and job growth throughout the state.

As Ranking Member of the Senate Committee on Small Business and Entrepreneurship, I
am working to swiftly enact legislation to increase small business loan limits to as high as $5.5
million and extend through 2010 the fee eliminations and increased guarantee on those loans,
measures that will otherwise expire under the Recovery Act. By extending the authorization to
temporarily provide higher loan guarantees and eliminate fees for borrowers, I am continuing my
effort to build upon what has worked well in the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act.
Given the timely necessity of getting 15.3 million unemployed Americans back to work, it is
critical that we expeditiously pass this bipartisan bill to help our nation’s small businesses spur a
sustained and job-filled recovery.
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This past year, the Senate also considered one of the most difficult issues of our time,
healthcare reform. 1 could not agree more that reform of our healthcare system is an imperative.
The reality that the status quo is unacceptable is what originally brought six of us together on the
Senate Finance Committee last summer in the only bipartisan effort in any committee of the
House or Senate in the so-called Group of Six, convened by the Chairman of the Committee. I
was therefore troubled that when the Finance bill I ultimately supported in the Committee was
melded with the measure reported by the Senate Health, Education, Labor, and Pensions (HELP)
Committee, it was without the more inclusive, collaborative process I had participated in up to
that point and instead it was conducted without transparency.

Lalso regrettably could not support the bill in the Senate given continued policy concerns
I had with the size and scope of the legislation, its potentially negative impact on small businesses
and job growth and the reality that we did not have answers to some of the most fundamental
questions that people ask at their kitchen tables. These are the critical questions relevant to
peoples’ daily lives, such as, what will this mean for me? How much will my health insurance
plan cost? How much will my deductible or my co-pay be? How much am I going to have to
pay out of pocket? That is why I wrote to the Congressional Budget Office on December 3,
2009, requesting a complete analysis of these and other key issues as I felt it was imperative that
we had those answers before proceeding to a vote. Unfortunately, I still did not have those
responses when the legislation was rushed through the Senate on an arbitrary deadline that short-
changed the process on a measure that affects one-sixth of our economy. Nevertheless, as the
process continues into 2010 with the necessity of reconciling the House and Senate versions of
the bill, I will continue to play a constructive role wherever and whenever possible, and to offer
concrete means of improving the bill for small businesses and all Americans.

Looking ahead, we will continue to grapple with such urgent matters as strengthening our
nation’s homeland security. As a member of the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence, I will
conduct a thorough and exhaustive investigation of the attempted Christmas Day 2009 terrorist
attack to gather all the relevant facts and make recommendations to fix the egregious intelligence
breakdowns highlighted by that potential tragedy. And, of course, we remember today — and
every day — the extraordinary contributions and courage of our brave men and women in uniform
in Iraq, Afghanistan, and around the world who are the faces of the world’s finest defense force.

Again, you may be assured I will continue to work tirelessly on behalf of the people of
Maine and America and — in so doing — I deeply appreciate the input of all those who share their
insights, concerns, and opinions with me. I encourage you to visit my Senate website at
Www.snowe.senate.gov for additional details on my efforts, to obtain helpful government
information, and to share any concerns or legislative input you may have.

The FY’10 year started July 2009 with the implementation of the FY’10 Budget
which Town Council passed in June and closed the FY’9 financial books. The
FY’10 Budget process produced a level funded budget that the Town Council
would proceed in October to set a tax rate.

Summer 2009 was cool, but pleasant with considerable rain. It was quiet from both
physical storms and many community issues which were intensely debated in the
spring. The summer was spent with the school department moving out of the Frisbee
School which the voters approved for closing as part of the school facility consoli-
dation project overseen by the joint School and Town Council Committee known
as the Shared Services Committee. Frisbee Grade 3 went to Mitchell Elementary
School and Grades 4 and 5 to Shapleigh Middle School. Voters approved a bond to
add classrooms onto both those schools through a June 2009 Bond issue approving
up to $7Million for the project.

In addition to the school bond was a bond that was approved to construct a new
Public Works Department Office, replacement Salt Shed and reside the existing
metal garage in the amount of up to $675,000.

Both the above projects commenced during the summer. The PWD projects went
out to bid and were awarded and started in July. The School Committee awarded
an architectural contract in July and the engineering and design phase commenced
under the watchful appointed Building Committee.

The summer also saw the commencement of the joint finance office consolidation
of the school and town merging together under one financial system versus the
duplicative process in place previously. The consolidation proceeded throughout
FY’10 to move through the different plan phases of implementation.

The summer also saw a recruitment plan put in place to hire a new Public Works
Commissioner. The process resulted in the Town Manager appointing Mary Ann
Conroy to the position. She commenced work in the beginning of 2010. The Town
Manager appreciated the unintended long-term appointment of the interim Public
Works Commissioner Norm Albert for his service to Kittery following the retire-
ment of Richard Rossiter as Public Works Commissioner after 37 years of service
in June.

During the summer of 2009, the new Harbormaster, Bion Pike, made his mark on
the boating community and streamlined procedures and mooring processes which
was met with much support. Portsmouth Naval Shipyard in Kittery indicated in
several meetings that they had over $122 million in capital improvement projects
underway which would carry them into 2013 to complete. Gate 2 replacement was
a prominent and obvious project of local importance. The Navy has promised to
work closely with the community on its design and implementation.

The fall was warm and pleasant and the town got back to business with many proj-
ects such as the construction of the Ft. Foster new restroom facility adjacent to the
large pavilion. The Town also participated in the ME and NH Bridge Connection
Study reviewing options for the two bridges (Memorial and Sarah Long). The
Frisbee Revitalization Committee hired through a Request For Proposal Process an
Architectural consultant to undertake a feasibility study of the Frisbee facility, but
to also work with the three proposed tenants (Recreation Department, Rice Public
Library and the area performing art groups) to design space within the building for
those purposes.

The Town Council set the tax rate in October to $14.08 from $14.04. The November
ballot saw four Town Councilor positions (3 regular and one special unfilled 1
year position) on it. Candidates that won regular 3 year positions were re-elected
Frank Dennett and Jeffrey Thomson and newly elected Jeffrey Pelletier. Former
Councilor Jeffery Brake won the one year completion term from Glenn Shwaery,
who resigned from the Town Council. Councilor Judy Spiller was elected as
Chairperson and Councilor George Dow as Vice Chairman.

The Town of Eliot and Kittery started a joint engineering feasibility study to bring
sewer infrastructure down Route 236 into Kittery’s treatment Plant. This is an
opportunity to examine other areas of Kittery along the alignment to sewer in the
future. The study is paid by Eliot through their tax incremental zone account.

2010 commenced the FY’11 Budget season and again level funding was the
guidance from the Town Council. The winter was spent completing the design
of the new addition for the schools; strategizing rehabilitation schemes and cost
for the Frisbee facility; working to complete the PWD Office and Salt Shed
projects; attempting to sell back to the manufacturer the Town’s Wind Turbine;
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working towards completing the Town Council’s project of recodification of Town
Ordinances; commencing a new two year project of developing a Growth manage-
ment Plan and setting Council Goals for 2010.

Storms in late February and early march raised havoc in the seacoast area. Kittery
sustained tremendous wind and rain damage which became sufficient enough in
cost in the State of Maine for the Governor to qualify for Federal Disaster Relief
Funds. The Town would eventually see close to $100,000 (representing 75%)
returned to it from FEMA to cover cost incurred for cleanup and repairs.

Spring was welcomed with warmer temperatures and several major storm events.
The FY’11 budget was debated and finally passed. The Superintendent of Schools,
Larry Littlefield plan retirement was scheduled for June 30, 2010 and the School
Committee appointed, following a lengthy search, Ms. Allyn Hutton, Principal of
the Falmouth Maine High School to be the new Superintendent.

The spring also saw many projects continue. One program in particular that
received widespread recognition was the Kittery School Department’s renewal of
Kittery Sister-School Agreement with the Japanese Tobu-Kamikita TRCE School
Program. The Town hosted dignitaries from the Japanese School region on June
16, 2010. The agreement means continued visitation by school groups from this
region’s schools to Shapleigh Middle School beginning in April 2011 and recipro-
cating trips by Kittery students in the summer of 2011.

The FY’10 Budget closed in the black with higher than forecasted revenues which
hopefully is a good sign for FY’11 and the summer ahead.

It is with great pleasure that I submit my 28th Town Report for the Kittery
Recreation Department. Twenty-eight years does not seem possible! Having the
privilege to work in a job that I have such passion for and one that I enjoy going to
work everyday is truly an honor.

This year has been packed full with some new adventures coming the way of the
Kittery Recreation Department. The Frisbee Revitalization Committee (FRC) has
been working diligently to produce a plan for the re-use of Frisbee School. At
this point it appears that the two-story portion is being looked at to house the
Recreation Department, in the future, with an addition of a gymnasium. The Rice
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Public Library is working with a professional planner to assist them in making the
right decision for their future. This may entail moving into the annex at Frisbee,
adding onto the annex or possibly adding onto the existing library. Stay tune for
some exciting news after their consultant reviews all possibilities. This is a win-
win situation for everyone concerned. The FRC can proceed with the Recreation
Department portion of the project while the Library takes their time to insure that
they make the best possible decision for the Rice Public Library and residents.

While all of this is being discussed as well as a possible referendum vote in
November for some additional dollars to revamp Frisbee, Recreation staff received
some good news when Town Council gave their blessing for the department to
move into the annex at Frisbee in the interim. Since the Town became the new
caretakers on July 1st, the decision for the Recreation Department to move in made
sense to all. As of September we will be located at 120 Rogers Road.

Our Recreation staff along with some volunteers, have worked since March clean-
ing, scraping, painting, painting, and more painting, pulling up rugs, putting in some
new carpets, washing windows, putting furniture together, moving the department
and getting the annex in ship shape for our new home. With this new venue we are
starting a pre-school in the fall, Head Start remains at the site, Meals on Wheels
program relocates with us and many new classes will be offered. Very exciting!!

The Recreation Department continues to provide all types of activities for all
ages and interests. Many new residents were introduced to us this past year and
participated in events like sports, trips, Halloween Celebration, Father/Daughter
Dance, Mother/Son bowling, SAFE Program, Adventure and Playground summer
camps, classes, several senior luncheons, bingo and other activities. Individuals
are always pleasantly surprised with the wide array of activities this Department
proudly offers.

Our “Concerts in the Park Summer Series” was held at Frisbee for the first time
this past summer. Kennebunk Savings has been our sponsor for this series since
2003. THANK YOU! On our first concert with the “Spectra’s” inclement weather
forced us to go inside Frisbee but we still had a great crowd and everyone enjoyed
themselves, even when the fire alarm sounded in the middle of the concert due to
some grill smoke getting into the building.... oops!

I had to quickly
tell him that we just finished painting...please be careful!!

Our S.A.EE. after school program for youth in K-8th grade had a great year with
lots of new daily activities for our participants. This program is licensed with the
State of Maine and is housed at Frisbee School. Safe Alternatives for Enrichment
offers children an array of activities that keep children safe during after school
hours while offering parents the security of knowing that their child is well cared
for and having a great time socializing with others. S.A.F.E. is a well-respected
program meeting the needs of many Kittery families during the school year.
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York Hospital provided $18,500 to assist our low-income families this year. Kittery
Recreation administers this program after an extensive application process. This
program is very valuable to our residents providing assistance with daycare during
the school year and summers. Many families take advantage of this generous gift
and have been provided with reduced program fees as a result. We wish to thank
York Hospital, our neighbor and friend, for this generous contribution to Kittery!
As I write this today I have just finished reading a letter from Jud Knox, President
of York Hospital, and they have committed to another three-year contract offering
$18,500 per year for the next three years. Please remember their community spirit
and their generosity, as we are so grateful to them! THANK YOU!

In closing, I would like to take this opportunity to thank the residents of Kittery and
all of our sponsors who continue to support our programs. A special thank you to
all of our instructors, coaches, assistant coaches, referees and volunteers. A special
thanks to Kittery’s Timberland for the many hours their staff devoted to assisting
our staff with getting Frisbee ready and to the USS Coast Guard Reliance crew for
helping us rip up the carpeting!

Additionally, thanks goes out to the Town Manager, Jon Carter, the Town Council
and Municipal staff for the support you have shown this Department throughout
the year.

ANNUAL REPORT
2008-2009

To the Citizens of the Town of Kittery:

On behalf of all members of the Kittery Police Department, I respectfully submit
the Annual Administrative Summary Report for the 2008-20009 fiscal year.

As you can see by the figures on the General Activity Report, our department
had another busy year. As the area continues to grow, so do our calls for service.
Our total calls for service and reports increased by 1940 and complaints/offenses
increased by 5746.

Due to budgeting requirements, the department suspended its School Resource
Officer Program in 2008-2009 and will be losing one full-time patrol officer posi-
tion during the next fiscal year.

Our department applied for and was awarded several grants from the Department
of Highway Safety to purchase equipment and participate in safety programs to
protect our community:

Cruiser Computers

The Kittery Police Department received nine laptop computers to replace all cruiser
computers at no cost to the Town of Kittery. The equipment received from the grant
has a value of $31,500.00.

Speed Enforcement

We received $4,950.00 for speed enforcement patrol. This allowed us to pay for an
off-duty officer to conduct speed enforcement in targeted areas.

Impaired Driver Enforcement

The department received $3,500.00 for impaired driver enforcement to pay for
increased OUI patrol through September 2009.

Seatbelt Enforcement
The department received $1,890.00 for seatbelt enforcement and education.

In addition to the above grants, we have applied for the COPS Hiring Recovery
Grant and an Edward Byrnes Justice Assistance Grant to fill and retain the lost full-
time officer position for the next four years. The total of these grants, if awarded,
would be $262,895.00.

With the support of the Kittery Police Benevolent Association and the Kittery
Rotary Club, we continued to offer the D.A.R.E. curriculum to our fifth grade
students and sponsored five children from the community to attend a free week
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at Camp P.O.S.T.C.A.R.D., which was held at Camp Cedar in Casco, Maine. The
acronym stands for Police Officers Striving To Create and Reinforce Dreams.
Lieutenant Russell French served as a camp leader for his 10th straight year.
The camp focuses on responsible decision making opportunities and leadership
development. It is an unforgettable experience that builds valuable skills, strong
friendships and memories for a lifetime. Patrolman Brian Cummer instructed the
D.A.R.E. Program. Upon completion of the program, a graduation ceremony was
held at Frisbee School, followed by a field trip and cookout for all the graduates
and their family members at Fort Foster.

November marked my 30th anniversary of serving the citizens of Kittery and it
has been my honor to lead your department as your Chief since 1986. In February
I was humbled to be recognized with the Chief of the Year Award from the Maine
Chiefs of Police Association for commitment to the law enforcement profession.
My commitment has been made possible by your support and the dedication and
enthusiasm of our department members.

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RICE PUBLIC LIBRARY
ANNUAL REPORT
2009-2010

This past year has seen a great deal of change at Rice Public Library. Many patrons
ask when or if we are moving to Frisbee school. The most succinct answer is stay
tuned. The library board of directors and the staff have begun an in depth analysis
to assess all the available options and investigate our resources to determine what
the best site is for Rice Public Library.

At Rice Public Library we have seen a huge surge in internet use and requests for
assistance locating job web sites and printing resumes. 2,472 patrons used the pub-
lic access computer work stations at the Taylor and Rice buildings this year.

Adult fiction circulation was 9,254, 12% of our total check-outs; Children’s books
went out 6,483 times — 9% of our circulation; Young Adult materials circulated
2,193 times, for 3% of the total. Adult DVD’s items were loaned out 12,653 times
—over 17% of our total circulation. Children’s audiovisual items circulated 3,888
times - 5% of the total. Interlibrary loans for our patrons comprised 6,277 - 7% of
our check-outs.

We issued 604 new Rice Public Library cards to Kittery residents. The total number
of library patrons is 3,850. The total circulation for 2009-2010 was 74,902. During
the past year the Rice Public Library web site had 43,154 hits for a grand total
of 3,596 per month. We processed 17,482 holds and Inter-library loans requests.
Every week the Minerva van delivers twenty two crates of inter library loan materi-
als that our patrons have requested.

We added 4,304 items to the Library. In response to patron use, we undertook a
major expansion of our DVD and books on CD collections. To supplement our
audio collection we joined a state-sponsored downloadable audio book program
which allows our cardholder’s access to thousands of audio books that we do not
own. Patrons downloaded 362 titles to their home PC or Mp3 player from our
Overdrive site this year.

This past year, the Youth Services Department offered 87 programs, with a total
attendance of: 4,104 people. These programs included in-house Toddler and
Preschooler Story times, Movie Nights to benefit Children’s Programming, out-
reach to local schools, special performers, Summer Reading Program, Family
Reading Nights, and Family Film Nights. We answered 8,573 reference questions
in the Children’s Room.

Through the generous contribution from the Friends of the Library group, we
offered museum passes to the Seacoast Science Center at Odiorne Point, the
Children’s Museum of New Hampshire, Portland Museum of Art, Museum of
Fine Arts (Boston), the New England Aquarium, and have just added the Museum
of Science, Boston. Through these reduced rate passes, our patrons utilized 785
museum admissions.

The Youth Services Department is the proud recipient of several grants. We were
one of nine libraries that received the Family Place Grant this past year, extending
their network into Maine. Based out of New York, Family Place Libraries is a net-
work of children’s librarians nationwide who believe that literacy begins at birth,
and that libraries can help build healthy communities by nourishing healthy fami-
lies. The Family Place Libraries network currently includes more than 250 sites
in 25 states. Their mission is to increase the capacity of libraries throughout the
nation to recognize and realize their full potential as community hubs for healthy
child and family development, parent and community involvement and lifelong
learning beginning at birth. The grant included $2,500 towards purchasing materi-
als that complements this program.

We were also very grateful to receive grant funds from the Robert W. Traip Trust
and the Rosamund Thaxter Trust. This enabled us to purchase $4,000 worth of
media material that we could not otherwise greatly expand upon. These materi-
als included children’s non-fiction DVDs, more junior books-on-cd, and a new
Playaway collection.

Youth Services also fund-raised through our holiday Giving Tree, Movie Nights
(co-sponsored by the Movie Gallery), and yearly donation request letters. We are
very grateful to have received support from: the Friends of the Library, (sponsoring
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Wayne from Maine), York Hospital (co-sponsoring the Little Red Wagon perfor-
mance), Weathervane Seafood Restaurants, and A.J.’s Wood Grill Pizza/Anneke
Jans, the Cole Harrison Agency, and Eldredge Lumber Company (enabling us to
purchase Summer Reading Program t-shirts).

Recent evening events were: A Chemical Reaction the Story of the True Green
Revolution sponsored by the Kittery Land Trust and A Save the Whaleback Coast
Guard station seminar. Ongoing events scheduled monthly include: Guitar night,
Pokémon night, History Book club and Generic Theatre.

We undertook several repairs and upgrades to our aging buildings. After the heavy
rains in March roof the Taylor building roof was repaired as well as the slate roof
at Rice building. The oil tanks and the aging phone system at the Rice building
were replaced. Additionally many windows at Rice have been repaired which were
cracked or broken. The storm door and the outdated phone system at the Taylor
building were also replaced.

We have added designated library staff parking behind the Rice Building to free up
parking for patrons at Rice and Taylor buildings. Thank you to all the great staff at
the Kittery Public Works Department and the Kittery Police Department for their
assistance with this project.

We genuinely appreciate the Town Council’s continuing support of the Library by
funding our operational needs for the fiscal year. The Friends of the Rice Library
sponsored our popular museum pass program and children’s summer reading pro-
gram, as well as making significant donations for our collection of new classic
books. Gifts from the Lions Club for large print books, the Robert W. Traip Trust,
the Rosamund Thaxter Trust, Gifts from Elizabeth Fein for a sixty DVD set of
Clint Eastwood, and a number of generous patrons helped us purchase titles for
the large print, young adult, and adult collections. Thank you to the Harborside
Garden club for the gorgeous flowers.

The staff, without whose help none of the above could have been accomplished,
is: Head of Technical Services Nancy Johnson; Head of Youth Services Jennifer
Kelley; and Head of Circulation Richard Schrader. : Library Assistants Katherine
Cowdrey, Bonnie Mee and Simone Roy and library page Alexis Ovington

Our volunteers greatly assisted us with processing interlibrary loans, program-
ming, shelving, and many ongoing projects. A huge thanks to volunteers Jean Arris
and Pam Robinson for maintaining our Maine Room collection and answering
genealogy and local history questions. We deeply appreciate the help of Elaine
Hallissey, Sandy Penn, June Spinney, Sally St Hilaire, Shayla Grey, Margery
Libby, Patricia Kosowicz, Elizabeth Bartley and Mark Steele, who volunteer many
hours every week. Our dedicated volunteers also included: Isabelle Woollacott,
Sammy Bradley, Maya Schwartzwalder, Emily and Eliza Sheff. We are very grate-
ful to the many members of the Friends, especially Windy Burns, Nan McNally
and Dianne Fallon who assisted us with our programs and in myriad other ways
over the course of the year.
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On the United Way Day of Caring a crew of six hard working volunteers arrived
from Liberty Mutual. The team spread mulch in the gardens at the Rice building,
cleaned out the Taylor basement, the attic at Rice and cleaned all the windows and
woodwork at Rice.

KITTERY WATERFRONT CURRENTS

In ongoing efforts to maintain and improve Kittery’s waterfront facilities, the Port
Authority recently installed fire extinguishers at Pepperrell Cove, the Traip launch
ramp and the Government Street Pier. Life rings will soon be installed at all three
locations. A new float has been added at Traip to facilitate launching and hauling.
These improvements and the restroom facility at Traip have been funded in part by
launch fees instituted at the two Kittery launch ramps.

Surveillance cameras have been installed at Pepperrell Cove and will eventually be
tied into the Police Station. In the meantime, local viewing and 24 hour recording
is operational.

An abundance of fish in the harbor has drawn out the anglers. Fishermen are wel-
come to use the Town facilities. Bear in mind that while fishing on Town docks you
must give way to any vessel approaching the dock. Please clean up after yourself
and obey rules to insure future access to these facilities. Remember that federal
Salt Water fishing licenses are now required. Enforcement will begin next year.
Application can be made on line.
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Please observe No—wake zones. These zones are marked with signs and are strictly
enforced. Safe boating is encouraged in all Kittery’s waters so please do your part.
Remember, the Rules of the Road apply to any vessel on the water. Please be famil-
iar with them before embarking.

Dinghy owners are encouraged to provide appropriate scope when securing their
dinghies and to keep their dinghies bailed.

The Harbor Master offers the opportunity to kayakers, cruising boaters, and others
to file float plans. It’s a service and a safety measure. Just drop your plan in the
Pepperrell Cove office mail slot if the Harbor Master or one of his Assistants is
not present.

All vessel operators in New Hampshire waters require New Hampshire Boat
Operators Permits when in NH waters. This includes the NH side of the Pisquataqua
River. The NH Marine Patrol has been practicing strict enforcement, Operators
with permits from their boat’s state of registration or USCG licenses are exempt.

PIERS, WHARFS, & FLOATS

4 new piers, 1 pier replacement, 1 pier modification and 1 float (combining two
existing moorings) were approved during the year.

The State of Maine continues to encourage piers that serve multiple water-
front property owners to reduce waterfront structures and protect the marine
environment

The KPA will be looking at the potential advantages of encouraging conver-
sion of moorings to moored floats where appropriate to facilitate navigation and
increase mooring capacity.

PERMITS & FEES

The fee structure for Kittery moorings will change for the 2011 season in order
to meet Federal requirements for moorings in Federal Navigation Projects. Fees
must be equal for residents and non-residents. The KPA approach will be a single
mooring fee system for all our mooring areas. It is expected that our fees will
remain low compared to other harbors in the region. Appropriate public hearings
will be held.

Launch fee honor boxes will be installed at KPA launch ramps.
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BUDGET

PA fee income for 2009 — 2010 was $51,300.00. In addition the Town of Kittery
collected more than $29,000.00 in vessel excise fees.

The 2010 — 2011 KPA Operating Budget approved by the Town Council

was $93,271.00, a 31% increase over last year. Overall revenue objective is
$89,125.00. In addition to its Operating Budget, the Town currently funds KPA
capital requirements at the level of $40,000.00 annually. These funds, managed
under the Town’s CIP program, provide for capital maintenance and replacement
of the Frisbee, Fishermen’s and Government Street piers.

A KPA objective is to develop income from fees and other sources such that its
operations will be tax rate neutral or positive.

STUDIES & GRANTS

Supported by the State and Town, three studies have been completed by the
University of New Hampshire Schools of Business and Engineering. Oversight
was provided by Appledore Engineering. The studies addressed the KPA’s vision
for the future of the Port of Kittery with particular focus on Pepperrell Cove.
They considered Kittery and the Cove as destinations for cruising boats and
tourists; requirements for a proper fishermen’s pier; the potential for water borne
transportation between the Cove, the malls, and Portsmouth and enhancement
of the Route 1 business enterprise zone. Marketing, cost and feasibility infor-
mation were developed together with an overall concept, a marketing approach
and a preliminary engineering design. The process provided useful information
and insight for the Town and the KPA as our vision is evolving for the future of
Kittery’s Port facilities and operations.

With Town support, the KPA has applied for other funding and grants:

Federal Water Resources and Development Act (WRDA 2010) appropriation
application for $7,000,000.00 to design, develop and implement a breakwater /
protective reef system around Pepperrell Cove to protect its shoreline and mari-
time infrastructure against tidal surges and southern storms.. Extended operating
season and cost effective reconfiguration and use of the Cove’s resources are pro-
jected as benefits. Any implementation would be under the auspices of the Corps
of Engineers. Long time horizon anticipated. Submitted 27 November 2009. As a
possible head start on developing a protective reef, the KPA is working with the
Town, the Corps of Engineers, the New Hampshire Dredge Management Task
Force and Maine Regulatory Agencies to obtain cull from potential dredging in
the region of the Pisquataqua Turning Basin.

Maine DOT Small Harbor Improvement Program (SHIP) FY 2011 application to
extend and improve the Fishermen’s Pier at Pepperrell Cove. Unsuccessful.

Appropriation request application for $410,000.00 matched by $80,000.00 local
funds for Pepperrell Cove upgrades. Submitted 22 January 2010.
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LOOKING TO THE FUTURE
As this goes to press, the Kittery Port Authority is:

Initiating a review and rewrite of its Rules and Regulations with the objective of
holding appropriate public hearings before the end of 2010

Working with the newly established Fishermen’s Advisory Committee to formu-
late its Charter and fill out its membership.

Supporting and working with Kittery’s Growth Management Planning Committee
and Capital Planning Program

Working with the Spruce Creek Association in its efforts to improve the condi-
tion of the Creek.

Transitioning the Harbor Master position to full time status.
Operating with a new, more cost effective insurance program.

Seeking to improve the Port of Kittery for Kittery residents and the maritime
community with minimum impact on the character of Kittery and the tax rate.

FIRE DEPARTMENT
ANNUAL REPORT
2009-2010

Greetings:

The Kittery Fire Department, comprised of the dedicated firefighters from both
the Gorges Road Station and the Kittery Point Station, takes pride in providing a
very professional fire protection service at a very low cost. Our role continues to
be one of providing educational awareness on fire safety and providing quick and
aggressive action when in need. The department is currently manned by 52 call
firefighters of which 40 are trained to the Firefighter Level I or higher.

Summary of FY 09/10

The department took delivery of a new Quint style piece of apparatus manufac-
tured by Pierce Manufacturing. Ladder 2 is a combination pumper and 75 foot
ladder.
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The department provided outstanding service during the winter storms in February
and March where 1327 labor hours were devoted to assisting residents with trees
down, power line problems and pumping flooded basements.

Firefighters continue to train on average 8-10 hours per month. Three more fire-
fighters completed Firefighter 1 and 2. All drivers and officers completed exten-
sive training on the use of Ladder 2 and all personnel completed courses in ladder
truck operations. Eight firefighters completed basic level EMT and one firefighter
completed the intermediate level EMT. It should be noted, while these courses are
funded by the fire department, each individual is not paid while taking this addi-
tional training.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION
ANNUAL REPORT
2009-2010

Kittery residents interested in serving on the Conservation Commission are wel-
come. Regular meetings are held on the first and third Thursday of each month,
5:30 pm in the conference room in the town hall.

Coastal Cleanup was held on Saturday, September 26, 2009 at Seapoint and
Crescent Beaches, Rogers Park and Eagle Point. 40 volunteers cleaned 3+ miles,
collecting over 450 pounds of debris. Volunteers also collected debris along the Y2
mile of the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard.

Town Farm Forest The plans to construct a new, safer entrance and parking area
are still in process. The plans also include the replanting of the old parking area/
entrance and a path to the Town Pound.

Lobster Trap Clean up was held on a sunny Saturday in April. 6 volunteers col-
lected nearly 300 traps from Seapoint and Crescent Beaches and transferred them
to the town dump.

Adopt A Road co-chaired by Janet Gourley and Susan Emery, is in its thirteenth
year. This long standing program was initiated prior to the State of Maine having
such a program. Currently, forty-two (42) individuals, families and groups clean
sixty-eight (68) roads or road sections. The list of participants is available on the
Conservation Commission Bulletin Board in town hall.

This year we have welcomed three new adopters. In August 2009 Illona Johnson
joined the program, adopting Martin Road. In March 2010 Nelson Linscott adopted
Government Street, replacing Frank Clark (thank you, Frank, for your service) and
co-chair Susan Emery adopted Mitchell School Lane, Pepperrell Road from Lewis
Square to Fort McClary, Crockett Neck Road and Haley Road from Crockett Neck
Road to Pepperrell Road in memory of her husband, Charles Kendrick Capon, who
passed away in September 2009 and had been one of the original adopters, clean-
ing Kittery roads since 1997. We also thank Amy Bedard for the time she cleaned
Sterling Road and Laurel Lane, roads now available for re-adoption. We extend a
warm and grateful thank you to Alan Kelly and Steve Hall who continue to install
and replace signs as needed.

We seek volunteers to adopt available roads such as: Dennett, Manson, Norton,
Lewis and a section of Bartlett, and avenues including: Tilton, Newson and Manson.
The initial commitment is two years and to clean at a time of one’s choice in April,
August and November. Please join our current volunteers, many who have been
with the program for years, for which we thank them in their continued efforts to
“Keep Kittery Clean and Beautiful!”

To join the program, please contact the co-chairs.
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Open Space Committee KCC continues to serve on this important committee to
identify and review town owned property and right-of-ways.

Animal Waste After receiving complaints from residents regarding animal waste
on town owned property, KCC teamed up with representatives from the Parks
Commission, Town Council, and Spruce Creek Association to make changes to the
pet waste ordinance and look into providing barrels specifically designed to accept
plastic bags of animal waste. KCC was prepared to purchase three barrels for use
at Rogers Park and Town Farm Forest and a trash hauler was found to empty all the
barrels on a timely basis for a very reasonable fee, however, there were not enough
votes on the Town Council to pass this issue.

Planning Board continues work on ordinance updates and has started work on
parts of on the Comprehensive Plan. The Conservation Commission serves as an
advisory to the Planning Board and Board of Appeals.

PREP Grant Kelly Wilsey took on the task of applying for the PREP grant on
behalf of the Planning Board, Town of Kittery and Conservation Commission.
This grant will fund a professional to identify and evaluate all wetlands in the
Town of Kittery which are not presently on town maps. This will allow Kittery to
update the maps, providing accurate information to aid staff and boards.

TOWN PLANNER
ANNUAL REPORT
2009 - 2010

Improving the quality of your Town is the goal of the Town Planning and
Development Department. Quality may be defined as conformance to a standard
that is set by you and your neighbors through our democratic processes. The stan-
dards are reflected in the Town’s Growth Management Program documented in the
adopted Comprehensive Plan as well as the Town Code’s laws and regulations.

So we aim to continually add value to making the Town better; better for you, bet-
ter for your neighborhood, better for the environment, better for business, better for
financial value. This means helping you, the Town Council, Planning Board and
other Town committees set and or raise standards to meet changing physical, social
and economic conditions and trends.

This was the goal of the former Town Planner, Sandra Mowery, to whom we extend
our appreciation and best wishes as she assumed a new position with the Town of
Gorham, and it is the goal of the new Town Planner, Gerry Mylroie, AICP. With
his appointment in August 2009 the goal and mission consistent with the Town
Charter have been re-affirmed. Since then much has been accomplished working
with Planning Board Chairman Russell White, and members Mike Luekens, Ernie
Evanic, Joe Carleton, George Burke, Scott Lincoln, and Dave Kelly. This work
also included former Planning Board members Scott Mangiofico and Doug Muir.
Appreciation is extended to them for hundreds of hours of voluntary service to
Kittery. Accomplishments included:

1. Maine State shoreland and resource protection mandates adopted. After an
almost two and one-half year process, on May 23, 2010, the Town Council
upon recommendation by the Planning Board adopted these as well as
other related improvements to the Town Code Title 16 — Land Use and
Development Code and the Land Use Zoning Map. The amendments are
better for the environment, citizens and business. They reorganize the Code,
make it clearer, easier to use, improve the process, and reduce costs. The
improvements re-organized the land use base and overlay zones, updated
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9.

shoreland and water quality protections, created a Conservation Zone to
protect town owned and conservation lands, added a Transportation Zone
to recognize the major land use for the Maine Turnpike, required devel-
opment proposals be presented and reviewed within a broader context of
their neighborhood, aligned development plan review information require-
ments with appropriate stages of decision making, eliminated overlapping
reviews, increased public notice about proposed projects in your neighbor-
hood and improved development standards for pedestrian walkways and
more.

York Hospital’s 28,571 square feet, three story, New England architectur-
ally designed building consisting of 8 medical offices and 4 dwelling units
with street front and rear parking area landscaping at 35 Walker Street and
State Road.

Mitchell Primary School’s 9,800 square feet and Shapleigh Middle
School’s 10,200 square feet class room additions with related neighbor-
hood roadway, pedestrian walkway and parking improvements.

Spruce Creek and Sluice Way residential developments with their 10 lots
on 15.2 acres and 4 units on 6.25 acres respectively using open space con-
servation subdivision designs.

240 US Route 1 retail and office development that will improve the site
and entrance to the US Route 1 shopping area with a New England archi-
tecturally designed building and surrounding landscaping.

Marshall’s Rental Center’s expansion of its retail, office and warehouse
buildings with a New England architectural design and street front street
trees and landscaping at 56 State Road.

When Pigs Fly Bread store 2, 000 square feet expansion adding flat bread
pizza service as well as street trees and related landscaping at 455 US
Route 1.

Loco Coco’s Tacos’ addition of a covered outdoor seating area and land-
scaping at 36 Walker Street.

Accessory Dwelling Unit ordinance update and implementation.

Additionally PDD has been working with the Town Manager to assist the Frisbee
Revitalization Committee recommend a plan for the former school’s future use as
community center, as well as the Conservation Commission, Kittery Port Authority
and Open Space Committee on other planning and development projects.

Also work has started with the Town Council formed Growth Management Program
Advisory Committee to update the Town’s program including its Comprehensive
Plan for the Year 2020. The Committee is lead by co-chairmen Earl Donnell and
Gary Beers and included nine other members as well as the Town Manager and
Town Planner.
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All this would not be possible without the leadership of the Town Council and
Town Planning Board as well as voluntary services of committee members, and
citizens and the terrific Town staff including newly promoted Assistant Planner,
Mike Asciola and our partners Heather Ross, Code Enforcement Officer, Shelly
Bishop, Assistant Code Enforcement Officer and Marilyn Boston Development
Clerk.

As we look to 2011, Kittery citizens will be called upon to make key decision about
what kind of Town do you want by the year 2020 and how to achieve it. Projections
call for the addition of approximately 1,200 more citizens with 600 dwelling units.
The issue is where should the units be developed; spread across the landscape
or clustered into existing but improved neighborhoods. The decision will impact
the investment of millions of dollars of infrastructure and capital improvements as
well as future municipal operating expenses and related property taxes. So we look
forward to helping in any way we can to improve the quality of your town.

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SEWER DEPARTMENT
ANNUAL REPORT
2009-2010

To the Citizens of Kittery,

This has been another very busy year for the sewer department. The storms in
February and two storms in March were costly both in labor and contracting septic
haulers to keep up with the demands from the flood situation. Both storms were
declared disasters by FEMA. The sewer department will be compensated 75% of
the cost of operation.

As part of the Phase 2 plan a new dewatering unit (Andritz centrifuge) and the
building has been in operation for a little over a year and has continued to prove
to be an asset to the sewer department for its savings in hauling cost. This new unit
has allowed our dewatering to be much more efficient, going from a 16% solid
to an average 23% solid. This new efficiency along with savings in flush water
consumption, should give us a net savings for this aspect of treatment. It has also
greatly improved our process control as it has allowed us to handle a larger volume
of sludge in a much shorter period of time.

The Infiltration and Inflow work is still ongoing. During routine maintenance, dis-
covering older sewer lines with infiltration are repaired and sealed when found. The
Kittery sewer department and the Portsmouth Navel Ship Yard have been working
together to address there infiltration problem as well. The Shipyard is scheduling
major upgrades in there infrastructure both at the Yard and the Navy housing. An
issue we will be working on (which has been ongoing) is to remove as many sump
pumps as possible which homeowners have connected into the sewer. Sometimes
homeowners don’t realize just how much water this can add, but every time it
pumps (and anyone who has one knows the sound when turns on) a sump pump
can add 20-50 gpm to the sewer. This is water that we have to treat which is cost-
ing everyone connected. We would gladly talk to anyone who is connected and
give suggestions on how you can separate this from the town’s municipal sewer.
In the near future T am going to recommend a $100/year surcharge for any sump
pump connected.

A Preliminary study is underway for bringing a new sewer line from Eliot to
Kittery, via RT 236 or Bolt Hill road. A new IMA agreement between Kittery and
Eliot is also ongoing.

I would like to thank the citizens of Kittery, the town office staff and administra-
tion, and the employees for all their support and hard work, especially during the
storms when working long hours, hauling generators to 21 pump stations during
power outages, which keeps us from any interruption in service. A special thanks to
former superintendant Steve Tapley for 36 years of service to the town of Kittery.

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SPRUCE CREEK ASSOCIATION
ANNUAL REPORT
2009-2010

The Town (including the DPW and the SCA) completed the first phase of the Spruce
Creek Watershed Improvement Project including funding of almost $70,000 from
the Maine DEP 319 grant program. This is the first step toward implementation
of the Spruce Creek Watershed-based Management Plan and includes measures
to remedy stormwater issues and reduce pollution in the Creek. With matching
in-kind services and funds, the project work totaled nearly $176,000 and involved
DPW in the design and development of Low-Impact Development (LID) demon-
stration sites, including installation of rain gardens along Route 1 (in partnership
with the DOT’s Surface Water Quality Protection Program), an undersoil filter in
front of the Bagel Caboose, an improved culvert along Rogers Road Extension,
and a rain garden and tree box filter at the Town Hall.

The Wells National Estuarine Research Reserve is in the third of a three-year
monitoring project for NOAA’s Restoration Science Center of how the salt marsh
reacts to the tidal restoration work that was completed four years ago through the
Town’s removal of the flash boards at the dam at Route 1. Using sample transects
at three different spots, they are measuring changes in vegetation and sampling
ground water salinity. The Spruce Creek project is one of four restoration sites
from Kittery to Scarborough that will be compared to a reference site at the Wells
Reserve.

The Town of Kittery funded assessments of water quality at several outfalls in
Spruce Creek (completed July 2009). Outfalls identified with issues by DPW
staff were included in the selected sites. The collected data helped to identify “hot
spots” and assist in the identification of potentially failing septic systems in a fluo-
rometry study conducted in July and August 2009, which was funded by the New
Hampshire Estuaries Partnership. Further work is soon to be proposed on assess-
ing the source of issues at an outfall in Admiralty Village and identifying potential
illicit connections contributing to the bacterial inputs.

Also, in partnership with the Rachel Carson National Wildlife Refuge, the group is
continuing its fourth year of releasing Galerucella beetles, a biological control agent
for purple loosestrife. This plant is a noxious invasive weed present in a numerous
road-side and private property areas. A second invasive species, phragmites, will
continue to be controlled at sites throughout the watershed through participation in
a program conducted by the York County Soil and Water Conservation District.

In June, with support and equipment from Public Works, middle and high school
students stenciled the phrase “Keep it Clean — Drains to Creek” near catch basins
in the Tanger Outlet Center and the Kittery Trading Post and in Admiralty Village
in an effort to educate the public and raise awareness about stormwater and the
path it takes to receiving water bodies. Custom stencils were created specifically
for Spruce Creek and donated by Mari Hoell and the Tanger Outlets.

PUBLIC WORKS
ANNUAL REPORT
2009 - 2010

The past year has been a monumental time of change for the Department of Public
Works and the community. After 37 years of dedicated service, Richard E. Rossiter
retired from his position in September 2009. Rick is enjoying his free time, fixing
up his homes in Kittery and Perham, as well as enjoying the view of the back end
of our new, very tall salt shed! We have sought his advice for many pending issues;
I am thankful that he lives close by and his door is always open.

Norman Albert stepped up to accept the responsibility and leadership role of Interim
Commissioner while the search was on for a new replacement. What expected to
be a month or two turned into a six month experience. Norm worked diligently on
securing the bid documents and contractors for three large projects for the depart-
ment: the new salt shed, new office building, and Fort Foster Restroom. His daily
oversight was critical to their successful completion. Norm and all the DPW team
members are commended for their hard work, initiative and follow through during
the interim period.

After careful review of new candidates, I was appointed by the Town Manager,
as recommended by the Selection Team, as the new Commissioner to begin on
January 1, 2010. My background includes a diverse mix of experience includ-
ing: municipal governance, high tech business ownership, management consulta-
tion, and college professorship. My educational background includes an MEd. in
Management which connects my affection for both engineering and education.
Basically, I have enjoyed serving the public in both the office/field, solving prob-
lems and leading positive change for a very, long time! There are very few pub-
lic works project that come without issues and challenges to overcome. I enjoy
working beside my team members and have a deep passion for getting projects
completed in an efficient and cost effective manner. I presently live in Old Orchard
Beach with my two youngest children, Joey and Emily, with an older daughter,
Haley, in her junior year of college.

After 39 years of dedicated service, Gerald Chick retired from his position as Lead
Mechanic in September 2009. Gerry is enjoying his grandchild, boating, and other
outdoor activities. One last employee change this year was the resignation of our
Parks Crew Chief, Michael Neiman, in May 2010. We thank him for his service to
the Town of Kittery and have already begun the search for a replacement. For this
summer, we utilized two, experienced seasonal workers who have done a fantastic
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job keeping up with the park demands. ..great, sunny weather creates a busy season
for lawn and landscaping around town.

Pizzagalli Construction Company was the successful, low bidder on the Salt Shed
Building. The empty shell of a building went up very efficiently and under budget
with a final total cost of $277,000. All the auxiliary site work has also been com-
pleted and the building sits full of salt and sand for the upcoming winter season...a
beautiful sight from a DPW perspective!

H. L. Patten Construction was the successful low bidder on the New Office Building.
The design-build bid specifications and plans were only the starting point for the
endless decisions made each day. Three additional components were integrated
into the project; new siding for the existing garage, and a new generator and a
required sprinkler system for the entire facility. At the end of this fiscal year, we
moved into our new home. The siding work was awarded to IRC Contractors; their
work along with final setup of the new generator will complete this part of the bond
projects with a final total cost of $373,000 ($320,000 for the office building and
$53,000 for the siding). The remaining funds were set aside for the first interest
payment for the bond, which brings us to the total of $675,000, as approved by the
voters in June 2009. Again, we thank you for your support of our department.

Fort Foster Restroom Project was awarded to H.L. Patten in November of 2009 as
the low bidder. However, his low bid was approximately $55,000 over the budget.
To balance the budget, six items were deducted from the job scope: stone veneer,
interior tile, site paving, material changes, family restroom fixtures. DPW crews
assisted, saving the town money, by installing a partial stone veneer in the front of
the building, painting the remaining exterior, creating a concrete walkway/ramp,
building two exterior showers, as well as finishing up the site work around the
septic field. Recently, the council approved utilizing $21,000 of the FEMA funds
from the 2009 storm to finish two more items that were previously cut to meet
budget: (1) the interior tile work for the top half of all walls, and (2) complete the
family restroom. These FEMA funds were intended to replace the costs from the
operating budgets in DPW; however, we had already managed to balance our bud-
get without the reimbursement and suggested using these funds to complete this
important project. This project is estimated to be 90% complete.

In January 2010, Town Council created a Solid Waste Recycling Committee to
look specifically at options for decreasing costs and increasing revenue at the Solid
Waste Facility. The group consists of two town councilors, two town staff, and
four residents. Our goal is to spend one year looking at the existing operations/
procedures, research regionalizing the facility, and operation of the facility as an
enterprise fund. We have completed the first half of our review and will have rec-
ommendations for the Town Council in the next fiscal year.

At Haley Field, the spring seed application was unsuccessful due to the field not
draining properly and inadequate loam materials. This fall we met with the design
engineers, a local contractor, and DPW staff to develop the most cost effective
solution to finish up this project. A modified design included a more specific loam
specification and regrading of the existing elevations to provide a slight slope to
each side. Our goal is to finish the work next fiscal year and hopefully report that
our local children are actually playing soccer on the fields in the fall of 2011.
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The Maine Department of Transportation began construction of the Eliot Bridge
on June 1st, 2010, with a two year estimated time schedule. Detour plans for vehic-
ular traffic are in place at this time; however, no bike and pedestrian detour plan
was included. MDOT worked expeditiously with Town Staff to design and install
further improvements including: new pedestrian/bike traffic signals at the intersec-
tion of Gorges Road and the Bypass Road along with the necessary striping and
signs by the beginning of July. We appreciate the collaboration of a private prop-
erty owner for a temporary easement through his property to gain access to Old
Post Road for continuation of the ET Detour route and walking residents going to
Memorial Field.

The regional planning group, KACTS, reported that the Route 1 MDOT Road/
Sidewalk Projects had leftover funds that may be considered for additional work
in Kittery in and around the Route 1Corridor. The Town match for this project was
held in the State Aid Reserve Account for the total amount of this project; there-
fore, no additional funding was needed from Kittery. The other KACTS commu-
nity members agreed to allow Kittery to look at other related work on Route 1 and
Route 236 to utilize the leftover funds. MDOT is in the process of estimating more
sidewalk work, island reconstruction, culvert replacement, pavement overlays, and
other related work. The exact scope has not yet been clarified.

The MDOT reactivated the Traffic Signal Improvements Project for the intersec-
tion of Route 1 & Route 103 (Walker Street). This project is fully funded with
Safety Funds (no match) for $320,000.

Project has now been activated to include new signals, mast arms, HC sidewalk
ramps, interconnect to Government Street traffic signal, island rehab, track cross-
ing rehab, drainage improvements, emergency pre-empts and other related site
work. A Site visit is scheduled with MDOT to further clarify scope, design and
integration of the new York Hospital Facility. Ideally the work for both the Route
1/Route 236 Corridor and the Traffic Signal will be bid together for a Spring/
Summer 2011 construction schedule.

Kittery entered its third year of the 5-year program General Permit for the Discharge
of Stormwater from Small Municipal Separate Storm Sewer Systems (MS4).
Basically our involvement includes sweeping streets; cleaning stormwater catch
basins; cleaning pipes; inspecting outfalls for illicit discharges; and mapping out
our stormwater catch basin systems. The GIS mapping of the Stormwater System
has been integrated into a cohesive GIS Strategic Plan with a unique numbering
system and further definition of related infrastructure. The GIS Strategic Plan will
take more shape and organization in the next year.

I look forward to working collaboratively with my peers to continue providing
quality services to the residents of Kittery for safe roadways, improved bicycle/
pedestrian facilities, well-maintained parks and green space, and operating an effi-
cient Solid Waste Facility.

Once again, the School Department experienced a very interesting and challenging
2009-10 year that included budget issues, the HIN1 flu epidemic crisis, questions
regarding the future of secondary education in Kittery, central office reorganiza-
tion, and the selection of a new superintendent.

Despite the inflow of federal “stimulus” funds (American Recovery and
Reinvestment Act, ARRA), the School Department suffered another cutback of
more than $100,000 from state funds at the mid year point. This meant that the
administrators and staff had to significantly curtail their spending in the areas
of educational supplies, equipment, technology and staff training. Furthermore,
because of the increasing pressures on the taxpayers, the already reduced FY 10
school budget was further reduced by another $70,000 for the next FY11 school
budget. It is anticipated that with the end of the federal stimulus funds (ARRA) and
further cutbacks in state funding, the Kittery budget will continue to come under
increasing pressures in the near future.

One of the responses that we have made to help accommodate for, and alleviate,
budget pressures is to streamline the central office operations. Both the munici-
pal and School Department financial operations have been merged so that we are
now using one software package for all payroll functions. Previously, the town
and School Department each had a payroll person, but we now have one person
who does all the town and School Department payroll work. Additionally, 2 book-
keeper positions have been eliminated in the School Department effective July 1,
and these functions have been merged into the Accountant and Business Manager
positions. The Business Manager is a position that is shared 60%-40% between the
School Department and the town. These changes have, and will continue, to save
money in the overall budget.

Another response we have made to make our operations more efficient and effective
is the creation of a 5 school district collaboration (Kittery, York, Wells/Ogunquit,
SAD #35 — Marshwood, and SAD #60 — Noble) for the purpose of jointly sharing
contracted services for our special needs children. Whereas in the past each district
typically hired its own specialists, this collaborative will share the costs and ser-
vices of these specialists which will save money and continue to provide necessary
services to our special needs children.

At the June 2009 election, the town passed the School Department budget, approved
the closure of Frisbee School and voted a $7 million bond issue for construction of
additional classrooms and some renovations at the Shapleigh Middle School and
Mitchell Primary School. Lassel Architects from South Berwick were hired to lead
the architectural and engineering aspects of the project, and general contractor HL
Patten of Kittery won the bid for the construction and renovation work.
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Costs for the architectural services and the general contract bid both came in low
enough so that several hundreds of thousands of dollars will be saved on the proj-
ect. The full $7 million bond will not be needed for the project. As soon as school
dismissed for the summer on June 17th, the contractors began work on the project,
which is expected to be finished by February 2011 so that students and staff can
move into the new classrooms.

The most important work of the School Department is to maintain Kittery’s high
standards for student performance. While taking pride in the students’ athletic
accomplishments and community service throughout the year, Kittery can be
equally proud of students’ academic performance. This year for example, sev-
eral student teams under the leadership of teacher Andrew Weathehead from the
Shapleigh Middle School, competed in the Odyssey of the Mind World Competition
in Michigan and performed very well in the global competition. As measured
by mandated state assessments, now called the New England Comprehensive
Assessment Program (NECAP) for students in grades 3-8, Kittery continues to
perform academically at or above most state standards in math, reading, writing
and science. Additionally, the rate at which our seniors are accepted at colleges is
commendable. Over the past 5 years, the rate of college acceptances of our gradu-
ates approaches nearly 80%. While college may not be the goal for every student,
it is critical that we prepare our students so that they can make that choice for
themselves. They must be empowered to make their own choices and not be lim-
ited in their career options after high school. We take our work very seriously to
maintain a high quality school system and provide the highest quality instruction
for all of our students, despite the ongoing budgetary challenges for the town and
School Department. Our student enrollment has been declining slightly over the
past several years. However, this trend appears to be flattening out, and we expect
at least 100 students to enroll in Kindergarten next September. This class will be
significantly larger than most all other classes for grades 1-12.

As Superintendent, I want to thank the citizens of Kittery for your outstanding
support of our high quality school system. This year, like most recent years, has
been very challenging in many ways. However, I am optimistic for the future of the
Kittery School Department, and confident that the school system will emerge stron-
ger and more resilient as the many challenges are consistently met and overcome.
Our students and staff take a great deal of pride in their schools and the Kittery
School Department. Likewise, the students and staff continue to give Kittery many
reasons to be proud of them. Academically proficient, highly motivated, and well-
behaved, Kittery students work hard to prepare themselves to become productive
adults, and they have a proven track record of success.

After 14 years as the Superintendent in Kittery and 41 years in education, I am
retiring at the end of June, 2010. Over this span of time, I believe that Kittery has
positioned itself well to move forward and meet all oncoming challenges. My time
in Kittery has been gratifying, and I have been privileged to work with outstanding
staff, administrators and School Committee members whose focus is constantly on
students and their success. Likewise, Kittery’s parents have been very supportive
in helping to make the school system the best possible learning environment for
all students.
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This past March, the School Committee undertook the process of selecting a new
superintendent and was fortunate to be able to hire Ms. Allyn Hutton, who has a
long distinguished record of success in education. She will start her new duties
on July 1, and I trust that Kittery will support her work on behalf of all students.
Again, thank you for allowing me the opportunity to serve Kittery and its students
over these 14 years. All my best wishes to Kittery.

2009-2010

Traip Academy proudly graduated 67 seniors on June 10, 2010. Congratulating the
graduates was former eighth grade English teacher David Potter, who retired from
teaching when the Class of 2010 was promoted to the high school. Mr. Potter was
greeted by a standing ovation from the Class of 2010 and the audience, many of
whom also had him as a teacher. Quoting from one of his favorite books, Old Man
and the Sea by Ernest Hemingway, he said, ““You succeed only when you try. You
always fail when you don’t.” In August students will be off to school from as far
south as Georgia Military College as far west as Missouri State University, and as
far north as Maine Maritime College and the University of Maine at Farmington.
We were fortunate this year to have two exchange students join the graduating
class: Clara Lindahl from Sweden and John -

David Bernard from France. Both students were active members of the Traip learn-
ing community and brought a new perspective to all students.

The Class of 2010 dedicated its yearbook to Beth Wilson Allen, a graduate of Traip
Academy, who has served as guidance counselor since 1974, and Wendy Gilbert,
who has served as the school nurse for the past nineteen years. Revered and loved
members of our learning community, both women are retiring from Traip Academy
this year. The dedication, commitment, and care provided to the staff and students
of Traip Academy by these two women will be sorely missed.

At Traip Academy we believe that the physical environment plays a significant
role in shaping the attitude that students have towards learning. We are thankful
to a number of volunteers from the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard who offered their
services by painting some of our classrooms. The shades of blue, green, yellow,
and lavender have created a sense of warmth, tranquility, and productivity. We are
fortunate to have such dedicated persons as members of our community.
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Traip Academy continues to move forward with its educational improvement
efforts. The school committee charged the Secondary Education Review Committee
(SERC), comprised of five community members, two school committee members,
two students, the curriculum coordinator, a faculty member, and the principal, with
the task of determining what secondary education should be for the students of
Kittery and how it should be achieved. SERC reviewed the report from the New
England Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC), reports of educational,
programmatic, assessment, and demographic data, a financial analysis of current
and anticipated costs, a summary of technology needs, and a number of educational
programs. A report to the school committee included twelve recommendations:

1. The creation of a clearly articulated vision and action plan for 21st century
learning

2. An evaluation process to assess whether the school is moving towards its
21 century learning expectations

3. A plan to explore and support the role of technology in transforming and
enhancing teaching, learning, and professional development

4. A strategic and clearly outlined 3-5 year timeline for implementation

5. Committed leadership at all levels

6. Time and financial resources to support professional learning and the
development of the vision

7. An evaluation plan that links evaluation and teacher development

8. Implementation of the NEASC standard for the assessment of and for stu-
dent learning

9. The inclusion of students in developing and understanding the revised and
increased academic and behavioral expectations

10. The creation of a Traip Advisory Council comprised of staff, parents rep-
resenting grades 7-12, and diverse community members

11. The development of a public information plan 12. A budget to support the
vision for secondary

SERC will continue its work during the summer and fall months.

Traip Academy continues to work with the community of Kittery to provide the
most effective means for all students to realize their greatest potential. Our sched-
ule has been changed next year to accommodate the potential for students to work
in and with the community. On behalf of the staff and students of Traip Academy,
I extend our sincerest appreciation to the citizens of Kittery for their support in
helping us to provide an effectual learning community.

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KITTERY ADULT AND COMMUNITY EDUCATION
ANNUAL REPORT
2009-2010

During the 2009/2010, the Kittery Adult Education Program has focused its atten-
tion on meeting the immediate needs to Kittery residents during these challenging
economic times.

Through our ABE (Adult Basic Education) and ESOL (English for Speakers of
Other Languages) programs offered this year, adults have been gaining basic lit-
eracy instruction in reading, writing, math and English language skills so they can
function more effectively in their daily lives and achieve their specific goals for the
future. We have had 18 adults enrolled in our basic literacy classes in these classes
this year. Our adult learners have found improving their basic reading, writing,
math and English language skills have helped with them gain employment and to
improve their daily lives.

Our High School Completion Program has made it possible for individuals to com-
plete high school by either taking high school credit courses in the evening to earn
their high school diploma or GED Preparation classes to earn their High School
Equivalency Certificate. This year we had total of 21 graduates earn their high
school diploma or their GED certificate. The costs associated with operating the
High School completion Program (instructional fees and textbooks) are funded
by the local town budget. Since these classes are free to in-state students, we are
extremely grateful to the town for making it possible for these individuals to earn
the high school credentials they need to give them increased opportunities for their
future.

With the increasing number of unemployed Kittery residents and the struggling
economic climate for local businesses, we have offered a number of courses,
programs, and services to meet their needs. Business Building Workshops were
offered by the Maine Small Business Development Center to address the economic
concerns of local businesses, and medical certificate programs (Medical Office
Skills, Medical Transcription, Billing and Coding) were offered to help people
train for employment in the medical field. In February, Kittery Adult Education
along with three neighboring adult ed. programs received grant funding to offer
Work Ready, a credentialed 60-hour daytime training program. Local employers
(Kittery Trading Post, the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard, Kennebunk Savings Bank
and York Hospital) assisted with the training. A number of Kittery residents were
able to take advantage of this program and as a result, gain employment.

As of June 30, I am retiring from the position of Director of Kittery Adult
Education.

I would like to personally thank my staff, town officials and community members
for your support over the past 18 years and for the creation of the “Pauli Rines Life
Enrichment Scholarship” to make education possible for deserving Kittery adults
in the future. Now that the roots of adult education have been firmly planted in the
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community, it is time for me to start a new chapter of my life and also for new lead-
ership in the program. In the year to come, the Kittery Adult Education Program
will continue to meet the growing needs of the community under the capable lead-
ership of Heather Thibodeau.
